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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach, or fairly suggest, the following subject matters and elements as recited 
in claims 1 - 3: 

- A method for designing an IC that include basic elements and wiring 
connecting these elements comprising: 

• A first timing verification procedure for verifying timing between flip- 
flops (claims 1 - 3); 

• a slack sort procedure for extracting flip-flops (claims 1 - 3); 

• a flip-flop driving ability change procedure for flip-flop substitution 
(claim 1 ); a positive/negative flip-flop change procedure for flip-flop 
substitution (claim 2); or a flip-flop substitution procedure for 
substituting a buffer instead of flip-flop (claim 3); 

• a layout modification procedure for allowing netlist modification 
(claims 1 - 3); 
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• a delay calculation procedure for calculating delay using reduced 
voltage due to IR or voltage drop of the power supply (claims 1 and 2); or 
a delay calculation procedure for ideal power supply (claim 3); and 

• a second timing verification procedure for verifying timing from delay 
calculation procedure (claims 1 - 3).
